Your Majeſties heart in this point(at leaſt-wiſe if we-may be» 
lieve what is unlawfull to doubt) the Proteſtation of Your: For it is truethe 


firſt time the Deputies of Rochell preſented themſclyes before You , You One 
ef 
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their Rewenffrancer,with all FER. ; compaſſioh,and ſent them away, afto- 
niſhed at your good words; did not your Majeſty thentell chem,that though 
your Conſcience would nor ſuffer you to affift your own Children in the War 
of Bohemia, becauſe you were not well ſatisfied of the Juſtice of their Quare 
rell, yer for them they might afſurethemſelyes you would employ the urmoſt 
of [your Forces in their defence? That you had ftriftly examined all chat 
had paſſed between their King and them, and could notfindeany way where- 
in they had offended , and chatyou were more ingaged in their behalfe, then 
perhaps they knew of. For when you renewed your Alliance with this King, 
after the death of his Father, youcauſcd an exprefle Articleto be inferted,thar 
thoſe ot the reformed Religion (as long as they comported chcmſelves as good 
Subje&s) ſhould bee praceably maintained , and emjoy the benchic of the E- 
dis, in as ample manner as they had done in his Fathers life time, which 
being rafhly and wilfully infringed, you heid your feife both in'Conſcience 
and Honour bound totaketheircauſein hand, and to ſee, them righted , as 
ou vowedro God you would, confirming his reſolution with Imprecations 
of fo high a nature (as though I doubr not but they proceeded out of zeale } 
yet darelI not, forthe refpc& I owe your Majeſty , remember them. in chis 
lace; and chat nothing may, be wantiagto make Innocencie inc e.iJous; my - 
Lord of Buckingham himſcife fell pon his knees , and beſought your Majeft 
to take them into your Protetion. Infomuch as the poore men were molt . 
raviſhed with joy of their good tuceeſie, and came away praiſing God for” 
the favour they had found in your Majeſtics eyes, but by that time they re- 
turned intotheir Countrey (which was after ſomeeight or nine months ſolli- 
citing) they hung down their heads, and faid , They would as long as they lis 
vid, call Ezg/andthe Landof Promiſe, | :

arethey the better for your Majeit1es liking of their cauſe ? That ſhewes ones 
ly the gocdneſſe of your Judgement , but doth no-way leflen the bitternefſe.

True itis, ſuch was their humility and diſcretion, as they defired your Ma- 
jety would firſt be pleaſed to try all peaceable meanes in their favcur,before 
you had recourſeto any other, not out of any hope they had,it would produce 
any good effec, but becauſe they knew it was a courſe molt ſurable ro your 
Majcſties inclination, 64 | 

Hereupon your Majeſty thought good to ſend my Lord of Doxcafter into 
F-.;xce, to mediate their peace, Inche choiſe of whoſe perſon , they choughr 
themſelves aſmuch gratified, as inthe Embaſhe ir ſcife. For though they were 
but Strangers and newly atrived in your Court , yet they learned (as indeed 
whocould ottell them) what a mpand opcn hearted affcRionthatLord.

was ſo unſayourie, as both himſelfe and his buſnefle fell ck upon ic, by which 
eccafion, moretime was ſpenitin this one Voyage, then our Anceftors were 
wont to fpendin C onquering halfe France, and after all this, hee camehome 
pittifully complaining of* theill farisfaRtionhe had received. | Neverthelefle , 
your Majeſty would not take his faithfulk accompe for finall payment; buc 
thought it worthy your labour to fend him againe farniſhed (as the world 
conceived) with ftronger Charmes than before , but the effe&ts ſhewed all 
was one, for he found the young King as obſtinate avever in the perſtite of 
his Armes, and not to be perſwaded to lay them down: upon bare intreaties ; 
and (to ſpeaktruth Y ic was not to bee expected at his hands: For he had no. 
reaſon toencreafe che obligation, his Proreftane Subjefts had ro your Majeſty, 
by ſhewing them any fayour at your inſtance, fince it is well known, a great 
part of the animoſity he bears them, proceeds meerely out of Jealoufie he hath, 
that they have too much dependancie already upon you. Had your Majeſty 
uſed the ſame perſwaſion for them, as Edward the foutth did ro Lewis theele- 
venth,to let him make the Duke of Brittzive alone, I doubr not but his Count- 
fell (as fierce a Wartier as he is) would have adviſed him forthe beſt, Butchis 
was a paint of Rhetorick beyond this Lords Commiffton, jand altthat was 
iswfull for him to urge, was ecafily avoyded, either by flat refuſall, or yaine 
excuſall, fo as he was forced the ſecond timeto return ont of Fraxce, withenr 
_ betiind him any Ggne he had been there, bue what appeared here at 
home by'my Lord Treafurers Accompts, There having beenifſued out of che 
Exchequer forthe defraying of this fruitleffe Emba fe, as much meney, as 
would have ſatisfied a great parr of the poore Churches neceſſicies, as your 
Majeſtie came afterwards to conſider, though to late , when yourold the 
Deputies you could have wiſhed you had given them the moneys my Lord of

cruelhthanother ; And yer it wasof ſich force with them, -(a$snor ro aggra. 
vate matters, and'fo render your Majeſties pious endeavours more difficulty). 
they impoſed 'meaſure and. modeſty upon their Armes, ar upon divers occa.. 
ſions choſe rather to ſuffer than to employ the extremities of warre in their 
defence : Befides many of their party ſeeing yout — farre engaged in 
=. Treaty of Peace, thought it nopoint of wiſlpme to deelarerthemſelyes _ 
| h yas hey 
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they ſaw the iflue of it, which eould os but /a great weakning tothem, fo 
as the very prejudicethey haye received at your Majefties oecahon , doth ſuf> 
ficiently oblige you in point of Juſtice to doe ſomething for them, And in the 
name of God whar ſhouſd hinder you aficr ſo many yowes and promilſes 
made, from rforming fo eafie and meritorious a work. 

Perhaps falſc-hearted crafty eAchsophel hath buzzed into your ap= 
prehenfion,, that if you ſhould relieyethe Proteſtants in France , the French 
King inight likewiſe bee.drawne to afhft the Papiſtsof Erglend againkt your 
Majeſty. But(thanks be to Gcd) we are not there yet, for though our Pa. 
piſts have had moreſcepe given them of lace than all that love their Countrey 
could havewiſhed,; yet they not grown to ſuch a formidable heigch , as rhar 
lation ſhould bethought of any conſequence. The Proteſtants of Fraxee have 
Lawes made in their favour, and Townes given them for their defence and fe- 


_ curity, butthe Papiſts of England, canexpedt nothing from theLawes oftheir 


Counttey but pcnalty, nor challengeany other aſſurance than what proceeds 
from connivance. Beſides, the Tenants of the one are known to be fo con« 
formableco Civill Goyernment, as they. are, and of right ought co be permit- 
ted tOaſlemblethemſelves both in Provinciall and Nationall Synods;whereas 
the other arcjuſtly denied this Liberty, becauſe both their poktions and dif- 
poſitions are alrogether repugnant tothe peace and ſafety of the Srate, Well 
may they conſpire by two and rwo bur to rebell openly , the Conſtable will 
notiaffer them, if rhey wereincaſe ro ſhew themſelyes in their Colours, we 


ſhould quickly haye news of their friends beyen® the Sea, there being a great 


Prince inthis world that openly profeſſeth the Eng/i/b Catholiquesare as dear 
to him, as his owne proper Caſtiliars. Ir is not your Majeſties example bur 
your wiſdome that mult caution you from this danger, to hinder them from 
having any forraine affiftance. T here is no way. but oneto keepethem in or- 
der that they may nor bee capable of it. TheC hurch of Rome as it is for the 
molt part, grounded upon worldly policy, fo doth itaboveallexcecd inthis, 
that it holdsthe parts lincked together , and poſſefſesthem (by I know'nor 
what faſcination) withſuch a linck of confederacy,as they partake alike in 
both fortunes, and paſſiyely cſpouſe one anothers Intereſts; whereas we (if we 
pray oncea week) more out of cuſtome than any deyotion, for the good 
eflacej of Chiifis Church, thinke wce have performed the utmolt of 
Chriſtianity. 

Hence it 1s, thit the CatholiqueC auſe makes ſueh a noyſe in the wor'd,and 
carries all before it in theſe treubleſome times. For amongſt them it is nor 
enough ro profeile Religion without contriburing to ir, whereas wee think 
Gcd ſufficiemly honourcd if we beleeve his truth, let him defend it chat will, 
or-if at any time we be urged to fight for our Religion , we uſe only the ſpiri- 
tuall ſword, while our Advetſaries are vigorious with the materiall, and con- 
found morein a day with the one, than Saint Petey or Saint Paw could over 
convert with theother. The Princes that have given their power tothe Beal? , 
fend Armics, but your Mzjeſty that ſhould fight the batrels of the Lord« Em. 


baffadours; whiltt your Majefty amazcs your ſcife to convince an octe er. 
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Four-or two of\theirs, they finde _ to cofiquet a whole Province of 
ours., Certainely, theſe Children of darknefſe, are wiſer in their generation, 
than the Children of light, and ſhall riſe up in judgement againſt us at the 
Liſt eay, for bearing more fervent affection tothe sAlcoran of Rowe, than wee 
doe to the Goſpell of Chriſt, 

ThatI may yer give your Majeſty a more lively touch of theſe things, lee | 
it be lawfull for me to changethe preſent face of Religion throughout C hri. 
Reridome, and ſee what will neceſſarily reſult, Suppoſe your Majeſty and 
the body of your State were Papitts,and the Recuſants Proreſtanes,the French 
King and che major part of that Kingdom Proteſtants, and the Hgoners Pa- 
piſts ; the King of Sparre, the Emperour , and all the Tribe of Awitria of the 
confeſſion of eAzrbargh, your Children and other Princes of Germany 
their Confederates Rowan C atholikes, ſuppoſe (1ſay ) the difference were on 
all parts the ſame (the fides only turned, ) doth your Majeſty think , you 
could have ſhewed your ſelfe deafe at ſuch crying occafions, withour ſeeing 
your whole Kingdomein commotion, or that they would have ſuffered you 
3 havetaken your pleaſure in hunting , whilſt your Children and Brethren 
were made a prey to the common enemy ? No affuredly, you would hayo 
found another manner of bufineſle of ir, and ſeene your ſelte torced ro preferre 
your ſafety beforeyoureaſe, Dieu & Aon droit, before Beati Pacifici, you 
ſhould then have ſeene the difference berweef a Puritan Parliament anda 
Popiſh, and wonder at your felte for being ſo unequall as to feare the one, 
and dcfpiſc the other, The Pupes Buls and his fiercer Beaſts, would have 
beene continually or your back, and never left you ſafe nor quiet, till they 
had thruſt you into ation, and for one Preacher of ours that chances 
roſeta word fall from him to chat purpoſe , you ſhould have had all theirs 
& eating of nothing'eiſe; no prevention could bave prevailed to makethem 
either filent or ſparing, in a cauſe that ſo highly concerns cheir holy Mother 
the Church. What then, ſhall the trueReligion becauſe itteache- no other 
DoArine, bur what agrees with theſfimplicity and purcucfle of the Goſpel, be 
therefore negle ted ?: God forbid, 

Lheythar maintainethe excommunication, depoſition, and aſſaſſination 
df: Princes, would defire no becter a ground for their opinion than ſuch an 
advantage; and it could not bur anger the very Szints themſelves, to ſee 
the enemies triumph over them with ſuch unlawfull weapons. Your Mijefiy 
may ſay what you will of Puritans, and by the authority of your knowne 
aisfavour, mike chat good word be taken inan ill ſenſe; bur if my obſerva- 
tions hayenoterred,in ſome part of Chriftendome where I have lived, there 
is naReligion like theirs for a Soveraigne, that defires ro make himlelfe ab- 
lolures inſomuch, 2sT wonder, that ſuch Puinces that profeſſe Religion only. 
for policy fake, will ſuffer any ctherintheir Dominions, . Forler a Proteſtant: 
King, one [ meane thatrules oyer apeople of that Profefion, be neyer ſo no- 
toriouſly wicked in his perſon, nor ſo enormious in his governmens, let him. 
famp yice with hisexample, and make it currant by being his, lethim re- 
ave chc.ancient bound-marks of lawfull Sovcraignty, and makeeyery day 
mOIR: 
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more yokes and new ſcourges for K as people, let him take reward afid: 
puniſhmentout ofthe hands of Juſtice, and diftribure them withour righr 
or wrong, 2s may make his followers doubt whether there be a Heaven, or 
Hell, ( which deſperate point of beliefe is a great help and preparativeto 
Courr-preferment.) In ſhort, let himſo exceed in miſchiefe, ruine, and op- 
preffion, as Ners (compared with him) may be held robe a very Father of 
the people, when he hath done all chat can be imagined to procure hate, and 
contempt, he ſhall not for all that haye occaſion to feare, but may boldly 
goein andout to his ſports without a publick Guard, or a private Coat; and 
rhough every day of hisReigne bring forth a new prodegy to grieve all that 
are honeſt, and-aſtoniſh all that are wiſe ; yer ſhall he not need to take the 
lefſe drink when he goes to bed, or the more thoughtwhen he riſes, bur may 
ſolace himſelfe as ſecurely inhis Bed=chamber, as the grand 'Signiour in his 
Seraglio, have Lords Spirituall for his Mutes, and Lords Temporall for his 
Eunuches, and whom he will for his Incubus : There may he kifle his Mini- 
ons without ſhame, and make his Groomes his Companions without danger, 
who becauſethey are not acquainted with his ſecret finnes, aſſumes to them- 
ſelves as much power and refpeR,as Catholique Princes uſe to give their Con- 
feflours( a pack of ravenous Curres ) that know no difference betwixt' the 
Common. weale,and one of their Mafters forrefts; but think all other Sub- 
jeRs beaſts are only made for them to prey upon, that lick their Maſters 
fores not whole, bur ſnatch and bark at every man that dzres be found circled 
wich thcſe ſweet Beagles; he may revell and laugh when all the Land mourns, 
and upon every foot of ground his Preiogative gets, hugge his Engineers, and 
cry with. Tiverizs, O people prepared for ſervittide. His poore proteſtanr 
Sabjets will only think, he is given them of God for the puniſhment of their 
finnes; and that heongint to be obeyed, not becauſe he is good, but becauſe 
he istheir King ; not becauſe he rules according to juſtice and equity, but 
becauſe his power is the Ordinance of God ; yea the Preachers of greateſt 
note and cred:t, will hold chemfelves bound in duty to praiſe him againft

where you ſhail have him endue him” atter a moſt Pozricall manner with 
more than all his yircues, and point him fo excellent good, as would make all 
that heare them happy, it they could beleeve thethings of Princes, as well as 
thoſe of God, in ſpight of their ſenſes, Neither doe their Fatherhoods this ont 
of ſimplicicy or ignorance, ( for they are well read 'in the black book of the 
Court ) but out of a polirtick and ambitious purpoſe, to ſweeten the peoples 
minds, and keep them from rebelling, oO 
Theſe are che fruits an.| properties of the reformed Religion, whichtea« 

cheth diviae providence according to divine truth, and ties the SubjeRs ro 
ſuch wonderfull patience and obedience, as dorh almoſt yerifte thar bold 
ſpeech of Xfzchi:v4ll, when he ſaid, Chriftiany made men cowards. And if 
it be ſo adyantagiousTto a bad Prince, how-much more to a good; forthough 
duties areand muſt be paid to both, yeris there a great deale of difference in 
the manner and proportion, noleflethan uſes to bg beeweerethe bare works of

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charity and mutual! friendſhip, the onereceives the SubjeRs ſervice and obe- 
dienceas a.mcerealmes given for Gods ſake, theother as a tree benevolence, 
whercin men extend themſelves with the marealacrity, b.cauſe they rather

Theexperience your Majeſty hath had in your long and proſperous raigne, 
will better declare chis cruth than any diſcourſe of mine ; I will therefore di- 
greſſe no further in this point, bur by way of inference returne to the mark | 
do aimeat, which 1 doubt not but your Majeſties quick apprehenfion will 
ſooner hit,than I can ſhew : for how can your Majeſty bur finde it more than 
reaſonable to fayour and aflit a Religion that you lee deſeryes fo well of Prin- 
ces, 2nd all humane ſociety, thatteacheth the tumultuous Earth the Harmony 
of Heaven, and makes men obey Kings, as the Angels do God,that charitably 
beares with the bad, and abundantly requires the good : In ſhort, a Religion 
that hates the Jeſuice with a perfeR hatred, becauſe they are the Kings cne- 
mies- 

How ill adviſed then is that yong Prince, that ſecks with fire and ſword 
todrivethis holy and true opinion out of his Kingdome? what can he pre- 
rend by this his cruelty, beſides the pleaſure of making Martyrs ? would he 
have all his Subjects agree, that icis lawfullto kill Kings, and none left to 
writeagainſt conſecrated Knives ? would he have all bis great ones takepen- 
fons of his ambitious Neighbours,to wink at eyery publique prejudice that 
may ſerveto augment their eſtates and leflen his, and none left to oppoſe the 
deſignes of his envious Superiors inthe Roman Hierarchy, who have a long 
time thoughtthe Crown of Fraxce too good]y a thing for him or any French- 
man to poſſeſſe ? Conformable to which there is a famous work compoſed by 
a Spaniſh Authour, who for the better managing of Chriftendome, his wiſts 
dome thinks there ſhould be but two Monarchies, a S$pirituall, and a Tempo- 
rall, the Pope to have the one, and his Majeſty the other : But ſuppoſe little 
Lewis the juft and his traight Alliance with Sparze, and his devote obſer- 
vanceto Rome, may promiſe himſclfe more aſſurance of his life and Empire, 
than Herry the Great his more worthy Father : Neyerthelefle if he were old 
enough to be wiſe, he would never teach his people ſo dangerous a leſſon, as 
to kriow their owne ſtrength, nor move them to take up Arms upori any oc- 
cafion, by compelling them to defend chemſclyesin a juſt cauſe, How fatall 
it hath proved to as great Princes as himſelfe, both ancient and moderne ex- 
amples ceeſufficien:ly inſtruct : But I ccaſeto wonder at him thar hearkensto 
lying Prophets,and ſuffers himlſelfe to be led away with the Spirit of jHlufion. 
Thar which moſt diſquiets my underſtanding is, that your Majcſty ſhould 
ſo much forget the part you have in thoſe good peeple, as to Rand nemer be- 
tweene his madneſlc and their innecency. 

He is blinde that knowcs not what he doth, but Gcd hath opened your 
Msjefties eyes, and by his powerfull illumination, barred your conſcience 
from all plca of ignoraace : It is nothing {o greivous in him to murther and 
f:at:er Thrifs flock, asitis in your Majelty to look on, whoare as well his 
Deputy Shepherd as his Viceroy ; indeed you arg nothing, nor can be con« 

fidered 
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{.dered in any capacity, funQion, or dignity, which doth not highly oblige 
you to take the cauſe oftheſe poore mento heart, andewploy your potent 
meanes for their preſervation. Hitherta you have put Ged Almighty te doe 
miracles for them, who will not ſuffer them:ta periſh for his own names ſake, 

But ic is now expeRed both of God and man, that you ſhould put to your 
helping hand, and- command that reaſon with your ſword, which you have 
often in vaine defired with your penne. Your Majeft y ſhall no ſoonerexceed 
words, and (hew your ſelfe recall inthis worthy reſolution, but che foot-ball 
will preſently be on your fide; and then it will be yourturne to receive Em- 
bafladours as faſt as you haye ſent them for the mediation of peace, That 
which is now held too much to grant, your Majeſty may then think too 
little,and have the more; for the profit cannorbutanfwer your honour, when 
you ſhall fe it in your power to {ell the Warre to your Subjects, and the 
peaceto your Enemies, at what rate you pleaſe, +

I would here willingly make an end, but there is one motive more offers ir 
ſclfero my conceipt, which I chink ficto preferre ro your Maj: Ries confidera- 
tion, andchat is, that your Majeſty :hath cver expieffed z cefire worthy of 
your ſelfe, tounitethe people as well as the Coumreys bf England and Scor- 
land,and whoſocyer doth not contribute hisendeavourto ſo good a work , 1s 
vaworthyto be ofcither. Onely itisto be wifhed char your Majeſty would 
think upon ſore better meanesthen hath been-hicherto uſed, fuch as may give 
uaiyerſall fatigfation, the true and moſtnaiurall Mother of wnien. Ic is nor 
te be done by chufing your minions alternatively qurt of each Nation, or by

ſeience, I ſhall be content to remaine.unknowne ſo beit I may make your Mejeſiy 
know what falſe and wicthed men beep from you, the miſe fortune of your Govern
